The genisla of this ldea detes (rom
the dincusslons aver the Fedaoral or-
gunlaation of our 13 original states,
which were almost ns jealons of their
soverelgntics ar ars the nations of
Europe today. The fArst greal step
toward the League of Honor, which
we hope will at last bring peace Lo
the world, was taken when our 12
States ugroed to disarm and submit
all thelr disputes to Lhe high tribupal
of the new federation,

And this Wea of an Inter state
court, which exeept at the time of
our Clvil War has given this Nation
Internal peace,
fluencad our forelgn polley. Of our
efforts to bring others to our way of
thinking, an historioal resume was
presmiod by our delegales ol the
Pirst Hague Conference. A project
was submitted there for the fognde-
tion of a world court. Anid & few
yoars later Mr, Root, our secretary of
Suste, In Instructing our delegates to
the Second Conference at The Hague,
laid especial emphasis on this same
Ideal, -

We have taken s partloulur pride
in belng in the vanguard of this move-
ment for the peaacoshin settlement
by progress of law of all dispulrs
dotween nations. And Lhess efforta
have not been without sugoess. For
although the past few deendes have
soen thin princlpal time and agaln
pul under a torriffic siruin, no natlon
hes dared to go to war agaiust the
award of 4 court of arbitration.
